Victories both by Sea and Land obtained over the Cartbaginiane, 
was at laſt totally defeated and taken Priſoner by Xanthippus, a 
Lacedzmonian, to whom the Senate of Carthage bad given the 
Command of their Army, He remained ſeveral Years confined in a 
Dungeon, till ſuch Time as the Carthaginians thought of making 
Offers of Peace to Rome; and, as a previous Step, ſent over Am- 
baſſadors to ne gociste an Exchange of Priſoners, To forward this 
Deſign, Regulus was diſpatched with the Ambaſſadors, They ima- 
gined that a Man of his Weight would have a proper Influence in 
his own Country, and that, in order to regain his Liberty, he 
mould firenuouſly ſecond their Propoſals ;z but in this they were 
greatly miſtaken. Regulus, when admitted into the Roman Se- 
nate, made uſe of all his Eloquence to diſſuade them from agreeing 
to an Exchange of Priſoners ; in which having ſucceeded, he im- 
mediately left the City, and, though ſure of being put to a cruel 
Death, returned to Carthage with the Ambaſſadors. The Prayers 
of the People who crowded about him, the Arguments of his 
Friends, the Tears and Entreaties of his virtuous Wife and lovel 
Children, who, in the greateſt Agony of Diſtreſs at the Thoughts of 
what he was to ſuffer, preſſed him not to depart, could not make 
him break his Word, Conftant to his Promiſe, he followed the Ame 
baſſadors, ſhewing no more Concern than when in happier Times; 
having made up Differences among his Clients, he weat to breathe 
a freer Air, and enjoy a peaceful Leiſure at bis Country-ſeat . It

„ Hamilcar, who, during the firſt Punic war, had diſtinguiſhed 
himſelf at the Head of the Carthaginian Armies in ſeveral En- 
counters with the Romans, diſapproved the Treaty between thoſe 
two Nations as detrimental to the Intereſt and deſtructive of the 
Honovr of his Country, Had it lain in his Power, this Peace would 
not have laſted, From the Concluſion of it to his Death, he was

Having finiſhed the War in Germany, he was ſent to command in 
the Eaſt, where he was cut off in the Flower of his Youth, being 
poiſoned in a Banquet by Piſo, one of the Governors under him, and

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berius, a Man of the moſt ſuſpicious and crafty, as well as vicious 
Diſpoſition, who was extremely jealous of the growing Fame of his 
Nephew, now the Object of public Love, His Body being burnt, 
according to the Cuſtom of the Romans, and his Aſhes depoſited in 
an Urn, they were conveyed to Italy by his diſconſolate Widow. 
With a Son and Daughter, yet Children, ſhe landed at Brun- 
duſium, a Sea-port on the Calabrian Shore. So ſoon as her little 
Fleet was diſcovered from far, not only the Harbour and the Places 
near it, but all the Buildings, and even Roofs of Houſes, whence 
it might be ſeen, were covered with Numbers of People of all Sorts 
who deplored her Loſs, and whom Pity, no leſs than Curioſity, 
prompted to behold her. The Fleet approached flowly, not with the 
Mariners uſual Acclamations, but with all the external Marks of 
the deepeſt Sorrow, On her quitting the Ship, a mournful Silence 
was obſerved. But as ſoon as ſhe began to proceed on Foot between 
her two young Children, bearing the funeral Urn in her Arms, 
and wrapped in majeftic Grief, nothing was heard but Sobs and 
Lamentations, Neither could it be diſtinguiſhed who were neareſt 
or Strangers to her; who were Men or Women, All were ſunk in 
Affliction, with this only Difference, that the gazing Crowd were 
louder in their Complaints than Agrippina's Attendants, whoſe Tears,

Maſter of all genteel and warlike Exerciſes, and equally conſpicuous 
in a moral, political, and military Capacity, Being intruſted with 
the Government of Affairs and the Command of the Army, he rai- 
ſed Thebes from the loweſt State of Slavery and Dejection, to the 
higheſt Pitch of Honour and Glory, Among other Atchievements, 
he defeated the Lacedæmonians, then the moſt formidable Common- 
wealth of Greece, in two pitched Battles, the firſt at Leuctra, the 
ſecond at Mantinea, In th.s laſt, he was mortally wounded by a 
Javelin, and carried to his Tent. Conſcious as he was that the 
prodigious Effuſion of Blood, cauſed by the Extraftion of the 
hoſtile Weapon, muſt be followed by immed:ate Death, he would 
not ſuffer the Surgeon to attempt it, till he had informed himſelf 
that the Battle was won; and that his Shield, the greateſt Diſ- 
grace at that Time in the Opinion of a brave Soldier, was not 


fallen into the Enemies Hands, Being aſſured his Army had ob- 


tained a complete Victory and his Shield being ſhewed him, he 
ſubmitted to the Operation and expired, As with him had be- 
gun, ſo with him finiſhed the Honour and Proſperity of Thebes, 
His Death is to be placed about 370 Years before the Birth of 
Chriſt,

In 1524, 
when Bonnivet, who commanded the French Army in the Milaneſe, 
was wounded ſo dangerouſly in an Engagement with the Auſtrian 
Troops commanded by the Marquis de Peſcara and the Duke of 
Bourbon, a Prince of the Blood in France, but who was then enga- 
ged in Charles V. the Emperor's Service, as obliged him to quit the 
Field; the Conduct of the Rear was committed to the Chevalier 
Bayard ; who put himſelf at the Head of the Men at Arms, and 
animating them by his Preſence and Example to ſuſtain the whole 
Shock of the Enemy's Troops, he gained Time for the reſt of 
his Countrymen to make good their Retreat : But in this Service 
he received a Wound, which he immediately perceived to be mor- 
tal, and being unable to continue any longer on Horſeback, he 
ordered one of his Attendants to place him under a Tree, with 
his Face toward the Enemy; then fixing his Eyes on the Hilt of 
his Sword, which was in the Shape of a Croſs, he addreſſed his 
Prayers to God, and in this Poſture, which became his Character 
both as a Soldier and as a Chriftian, be calmly waited the Ap- 
proach of Death, Bourbon, who led the Foremoſt of the Enemies 
Troops, found him in this Situation, and expreſſed Regret and Pity 
at the Sight. © Pity not me,“ cried the high ſpirited Chevalier, 
4% J die 2s a Man of Honour, in the Diſcharge of my Duty: 
«© They indeed are Objects. of Pity, who fight againſt their King, 
te their Country, and their Oath.*”” The Marquis de Peſcara, 
paſſing ſoon after, manifeſted his Admiration of Bayard's Virtues, 


and his Sorrow for his Fall, with the Generofity of a pzliant 


Enemy; and finding that he could not be removed with Safety 
from that Spot, ordered a Tent to be pitched there, and appointed 
proper Perſons to attend him, He died, notwithſtanding their 
Care, 'as his Anceſtors for ſeveral Generations had done, in the 
Field of Battle, Peſcara ordered his Body to be embalmed, and ſeat 
to his Relations, | |
